New Delhi, the 12th November, 1993. 

G.S.R. 703(E).-- In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub* 
Section (i) of Section 35 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 
1908)and insupersessionoftheNotifleationofthe Government 
of India, Ministry of Surface Transport (Ports Wing)*s GSR 
No. 904(E), dated the 18th October, 1989 as amended from 
time to time, except as respects things done or omitted to be 
done before such supersession, the Central Governmen there¬ 
by make the following order for regulating the levy of Pilotage 
and towage fee for the Port of PaVadip. 

1. (a) This order may be called the Port of Paradip 

Towage and Pilotage Fees Order, 1993. 

(b) It shall come into force on the date of its publication 
in the Official Gazette. 

2. In this order “Port” means the Port of Paradip. 

3. The fees for towage and pilotage ofvesselsand cancell¬ 
ation of booking of pilots shall be at the rates speci¬ 
fied in Appondix-I annexed hereto.

Pilotage & towage is inclusive of one inward and one out 
ward movement and one shifting (if necessary) using tugs as 
per requirement.

1. For cold movement of vessel, pilotage and towage charges 
will be 25 % extra of the rates shown In the above schedule. 
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2, When a vessel is shifted or remoored for her own con¬ 
venience, or for the convenience of another vessel, the vessel 
for whose convenience the shifting takes place shall pay pilot¬ 
age and towage fee as per 50% of the above schedule. 

3. Pilot’s concellation/detention fee ; 

(i) 111 case a vessel is not ready for sailing as per time fixed 
in the DIR meeting/Marine Signal sent to the vessel 
she must inform the Poit Signal Station over VHP 
atleast 2 hoursbefore the scheduled time for cancellation 
o f p ilo t, A vesse I no t ab le to cance 11 p ilo t book ing at 
least 2 hoursbefore the Scheduled time shall be liable 
to pay 100 USD (for coastal vessels Rs. 2,500) as can- 
Ctllation charge. 

(ii) If the vessel is not able to move within 30 minutes of 
the pilot boarding it for the pupoise of pilotage, it shall 
be liable to pay an extra charegc @100 USD (for coas¬ 
tal vessel Rs. 2500/-) per hour or part thereof 
beyond 30 minutes till it moves. 

(ill) If the movement of a vessel is cancelled after the Pilot 
has boarded it, a cancellation charge of 200 USD (for 
coastal vessel Rs. 5,000/-) shall be levied. 

(Iv) If an outward bound vessel carries away a pilot outside 
thoPotts limits due to bad weather, acompensation at 
the rate of 300 USD (for coastal vessels Rs. 8,000/-) per 
day or part thereof ahall be payable by the Master of the 
vessel til] the Pilot reports back for duty at the Port. 
In addition, the board and lodging expenses of the Piloj 
on board the ship and the cost of sending him back to the 
Pott shall altj be payable by the Master of the vessels. 

(4) For towing of LASH barges, the tug hire tharegs will be 
recovered @ 150 USD per hour per tug. 


5. A charge of 500 USD (for coastal vessels Rs, 13,000/-) sha]^ 
bo levied foi warping of vessels for their convenience. If the 
warping is required for convenience of another vessel, the 
charges shall be payable by the vessel for whose convenience 
the warping Is done. No charges will be levied if warping is 
done for Port Convenience. 

6. In case a request is made for removal of Yokohama 
Fonder from any berth, a charge of 300 USD (for coastal 
vessels Rs. 8,000/-) willbe recovered from the respective vcssles 
or importers/exporters i.e. whosoever makes the request. This 
charge will also be application for providing Yokohama 
fenders for double banking operations. 

7. A charge of 400 USD (for coastal vessels Rs. 10,500/- 
shall be levied on the vessel whose movement was planned for 
a Sun '.ay/IIoliday, but did not take place, due to various 
reasons attributed to the vessel like non-arrival/late arrival of 
the vessel, non-complction of cargo work etc, 

8. Gross registered tonnage is the cubic capacity of the whole 
ship (including engine room and crew space but excludes space 
above deck, cabins, deck shelleis, chart house, etc.) as indicated 
in the vessel certificate of registry. Half a ton and more should 
be counted as one ton and less than half a ton neglect^d. 

For a vessel carrying deck cargo, the deck cargo will 
be added to the CRT of the vessel for determining the GRT on 
which the charges is to be calculated. 

For a vessel having dual tonnage, the higher tonnage.;will be 
taken into account towards calculation of vessel related 
charges.
